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NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION AWARDS GRANT TO GWU 
INTERNATIONAL TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER STUDY 


WASHINGTON, D.C.--The Science and Technology Policy Office of the 
National Science Foundation has awarded a one-year grant, totaling 
$91,000, to The George Washington University for support of the study 
"International Technology Transfer: A Framework of Issues for U.S. 
Foreign Policy." The study is under the direction of assistant 
professor Henry R. Nau of the Graduate Program in Science, Technology 
and Public Policy of GWU's Program of Policy Studies in Science and 
Technology. 

The study attempts to identify common elements that affect the 
transfer process of U.S. technology (specifically, operational 
information and production and management expertise) to foreign 
countries. By detailing factors--strategic, economic, and political 
for example--that influence the transfer process in'different regions 
of the world, the study will formulate a basic framework of suggested 
policy issues in this area for future U.S. foreign policy. 

Four individual case studies involving the transfer of U.S. 
technology will be examined in detail: the Energy Coordinating Group, 
an attempt to establish a multi-national transfer of energy technology 
to advanced industrial nations; U.S. participation in the construction 
of the Kama River truck plant in the Soviet Union; U.S. involvement 
with selected bauxite exporting countries; and the application of U.S. 
technology in fertilizer and other agricultural production in lesser- 
developed countries.

WASHINGTON, D.C.--The llereward Lester Cooke Foundation will 
make its first grants to artists in mid-career (over 40) in 1975. 

Following the successful November 1, 1974 auction of donated 

works by American contemporary artists, the foundation sent 
application forms to all individuals who had requested them with 
a deadline for their return of January 15, 1975. 

The funds presently available to the foundation have come 
from individual contributions received from friends and admirers 
of Lester Cooke since the foundation was established in 1973, and 
from the proceeds of the November auction. 

Because the funds available are relatively modest, the trustees

have decided to distribute only $3500 in 1975. After reviewing all 
applications, the Advisory Committee of the foundation may decide to 
make this sum available as a single grant. . The announcement of the 
award (or awards) will be made on March 3, 1975. 

Hereward Lester Cooke was a scholar, author and art historian. 
He was concerned with the situation of the "over 40" artists who 
found themselves beyond the age for^fc11owships and the immediate 
recognition often accorded emerging’ talent, and not yet at the point 
of full success enjoyed by older, and more completely established 
artists. The foundation was set up following Cooke's death in 1973 
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to award grants to visual artists over 40 to give them a period 
of freedom for reflection and'for the further cultivation of 
their talents.
